Friday and promptly cancelled a political trip to New Hamp- 
shire that had been scheduled to begin Sunday. 

The governor said h e and Mrs. Rockefeller “join with all New 
Yorkers and every American in extending heartfelt sympathy 
to Mrs. Kennedy and the President’s familv.” 

Rockefeller said, “This is a shocking and terrible tragedy for 
the nation and the world.” 

He also said: 

“May God grant strength and guidance to Lyndon Johnson as 
he assumes his grave responsibilities under these tragic circum- 
stances. The prayers of all of us will be with him.” 

Rockefeller ordered flags on all state buildings lowered to 
half staff for the next 30 days. He also ordered all public state 
ceremonies scheduled within the next few days to be cancelled. 

The governor had planned to campaign in New Hampshire 
from Sunday through Tuesday as part of his bid to win the Re- 
publican presidential preference primary in that state next March 
10. He is the only declared candidate for the GOP nomination 
for president next year.
